as Chief Juftice of Bengal, had_not, in she’ molt 
wanton manner, brought an indelible ftigma upon | 
the Britifh charaéter, before remarkable al] over the 
world for juftice and humanity. The arguments u- 
fed by Mr Haftings in his Defence, that he had, at 
the time alluded to, only favo refources left him, 
might be compared with the fimilar conduct of a 
highwayman, who, as an apology for his affaalts af- 
ferted, that se had only the two refources of Bag- 
Shot and Blackheath left him.— Some gentlemen’ ce- 
lebrated'in {trong language Mr Haltings’s greatne/s 
of mind. He withed to knox how. they could fub- 
ftantiate fuch a character. Was ieby his pecula- 
tion, plunder, and murder? Was it by a maltipli- 
city of bad aéticns?. Was it by rearing a bloody 
Sceptre in one hand, and acting the part of a pick- 
pocket with the other? He concluded, by calling 
acondaue of the Hanfe ro Aailcharee char 
duty incumbent upon them, as men of fecling-—to 
unite with Providence as it were —in revenging the 
caufe of the injured—and to make. the Fleavens 
echo acrofs the ocean the juftice, equity, and’ hu- 
manity of the Britith nation.
